Report of Library Trustees 


To the Citizens of Rye: 


The report of the librarian indicates a noteworthy increase in 
book circulation, and it is also encouraging to find that a larger 
percentage of non-fiction has been in demand. 

General Funds, as well as Trust Funds, have been drawn upon 
for the purchase of reference books. As the demand for current 
literature is always active, the generosity of friends in donating 
books has been especially appreciated The Every Other Tues- 
day Club has again shown its interest by a gift of ten dollars 
for the purchase of non-fiction. 

In July a Puppet Show, featuring Riviere’s “Little Shepherd- 
ess’ and Chekhov’s “The Marriage Proposal,” was produced at 
the library through the efforts of Miss Drake and Mr. Rand. 
The sum of fifty-six dollars was realized, making a fund to be 
used by the librarian for books of especial interest. 

In the spring a mountain ash tree was planted on the library 
grounds in memory of Mr. James H. Locke. The small remaining 
principal and interest of the Locke Tree Fund was used for this 
purpose. 

Architect’s plans for additional shelving in the stack room have 
been secured. Such construction will solve for a limited time the 
problem of accommodating the growing number of books.

Report of Librarian 


To the Trustees of the Rye Public Library: 


During the past year the library has put into circulation 16,117 
books, an increase over last year of 14 books. There has been, 
however, a decided increase in the per cent. of non-fiction cir- 
culated. 

Again this year the oldest books in the juvenile section have 
been discarded, taking away 200, mostly of the “series” type. 
The library has subscriptions to the Junior Literary Guild, and 
from this source each month brings three or four books for ages 
from four to sixteen and even adults. The Senior Guild adds 
one new book a month. Either by purchase or gift 463 books 
have been added. We are extremely grateful to Mrs. Paul H. 
Bonner for her many contributions of outstanding books, giving 
us many desired books we would otherwise have to do without. 
Limited space does not allow acknowledgment for every indi- 
vidual gift, so we have to make a rule of publicly mentioning 
only gifts exceeding ten books. Collections have been presented 
by Miss Edith Hoyt, Mrs. H. H. Hooper, Mr. Edward Papin, 
Dr. and Mrs. Wallace Walker, Mr. Mifflin and Mrs. Eliza Marden. 

The amount of fine money totalled $17.11 and was used to 
purchase supplies for cataloguing. All books are two-week 
books and may be renewed, but we appreciate new books kept 
as short a period as possible. In all 1541 borrowers’ cards have 
been issued. 

All magazine subscriptions have been renewed The League 
of Women Voters gave $3.50 for the subscription to two maga- 
zines, Consumers’ Digest for adults and Story Parade for the 
younger readers. Mr. Paul Bonner renewed his subscription to 
Collier’s and collections of magazines were presented by Mr. 
Crocker, Mrs. Henry Perry and Red Cross Association. 

Reference books not available in this library may be obtained 
from the state or some other larger library, the only obligation 
being carrying charges. This year about 100 books have been 
borrowed. 

Once more we are asking the borrowers to search among their 
own books for forgotten copies; a check-up shows about 100 
overdue books evidently misplaced.

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Report of Trustees of Trust Funds 


Rye, N. H., February 1, 1939. 
To the Citizens of Rye: 


The New Hampshire law pertaining to the custody and invest- 
ment of Trust Funds is most explicit. We quote, ‘‘The trustees 
shall have the custody of all Trust Funds held by their town. 
The funds shall be invested only by deposit in some savings bank 
or in the savings department of a national bank or trust company 
in this state, or in bonds, notes or other obligations of the United 
States government, or in state, county, town, city and school 
district bonds and the notes of towns or cities in this state 
The trustees may retain investments as received from donors, 
until the maturity thereof.” 

Until within a period of four or five years it was possible for 
the trustees to invest their moneys to return from 3% to 5%. 
Today, with few exceptions, New Hampshire savings banks pay 
only 214% on deposits and there are no United States or State 
of New Hampshire securities returning as much as 214%. 

Your trustees feel that the investment limitations of the statute 
and the inevitable resulting limitations in annual income avail- 
able from any given principal sum should be brought to the at- 
tention of all owners of cemetery lots and of all prospective 
creators of Trust Funds for any purpose. To assure a certain 
minimum income, say for the care of a cemetery lot, it is neces- 
sary that a larger principal sum be provided than was required 
no more than five years ago. It is difficult to predict when a 
change in the present trend may occur. 

The intent of the statute, in the words of the chairman of the 
State Tax Commission, is to provide the greatest possible pro- 
tection for keeping intact the principal of each fund. The donor 
of, or any party wishing to establish, a trust fund would do well, 
therefore, to consider the matter from the standpoint of the 
yearly income desired for the purpose of the trust and provide 
such amount of principal as will produce such income when 
deposited in New Hampshire savings banks. 
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From time to time your trustees have called attention to certain 
opportunities for public spirited action. In this field are addi- 
tional funds for our library, already one of the best small town 
libraries of the state, but capable of much greater service to our 
people; the possibilities of ornamental shade tree plantings 
along the roadsides of the town; provision of income for the 
maintenance of small parks and triangles at road intersections; 
further funds for the general care and beautification of Central 
Cemetery and particularly provision for the care of a limited 
number of lots where there are no living heirs or where the living 
heirs are unable financially to provide for such care. 

In compliance with the vote of the town at the annual meeting 
on March 8, 1938, the cemetery trustees have constructed a 
substantial stone wall on the westerly boundary of the Parsons’ 
addition to Central Cemetery. The cost of this wall was $777.32, 
of which $600.00 was appropriated by the town and $177.32 paid 
from the income of the Dalton Fund. 

Six new cemetery trusts have been established during the year. 
The principal of the James H. Locke Tree Fund, No. 23, has been 
expended in full and henceforth this fund will not be referred to 
in the annual reports.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Board of Rye: 


I herewith submit to you my ninth annual report as superin- 
tendent of your schools. 

The schools of Rye opened for the current year on September 8, 
1938, with an enrollment of 189. This is an increase of ten over 
the previous year. The number of Rye pupils registered in the 
high schools of Portsmouth and Exeter is 74. Thus the total 
enrollment of pupils whom the people of Rye are educating is 213. 

The past year has been one of consolidating gains rather than 
an introduction of new activities or courses. The accompanying 
statistics show an increase in percent. of attendance from 92.37 
for the year 1936-1937 to 94.18 during 1937-1938. This, in itself, 
shows increased use of the school by its pupils. The attendance 
honor roll increased also. 

Pupils entering the first and second grades after the initial 
enrollment in September so increased the size of these that it 
became necessary to employ an assistant for the teacher. We 
were fortunate in securing the services of Miss Beatrice Shaw 
of Portsmouth, who was available for just such part time em- 
ployment. She has been able to work with the second grade 
and to so assist Miss Gundersen that the progress of the children 
is not hindered by the large enrollment. This has proven a happy 
solution to a difficult situation. The third and fourth grade 
room is in charge of Miss Lucille Sterling of Rye. She is achiev- 
ing particularly good results in the subject of reading. Since 
this is a basal subject, I believe her work will materially assist 
her pupils as they enter the higher grades. 

In the four upper grades, which are consolidated, and therefore 
operate as one unit, we have attempted broadening the Science 
Course and the introduction of Occupational Guidance work. 
The latter subject is introduced into the schools by present 
economic conditions. It causes each pupil to analyze his own 
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qualifications and to plan seriously for future means of liveli- 
hood. ‘The course is an attempt to lessen the number of “‘square 
pegs in round holes.”’ 

There is printed herewith a report by Principal Gray con- 
sidering the possibilities of establishing a ninth year of school 
in Rye. He has gone over the situation carefully and presents 
the picture for the consideration of the people of the town. There 
seem to be several good reasons for keeping our children in our 
own school an additional year. Some of these Mr. Gray has 
mentioned. (To make this change would cost the town no ad- 
ditional expense—in fact, as Rye continues to grow, a saving 
might result.) Certainly there is an advantage in having both 
Rye and Portsmouth on a 6-3-3 basis. A closer co-ordination 
between the two would result and the period of adjustment for 
Rye pupils entering Portsmouth would be lessened. 


REPORT ON A THREE-YEAR JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL 


Can Rye Junior High Schoo] take care of the ninth grade to 
the advantage of the pupils of Rye? 

In writing this report I shall definitely attempt to answer two 
and only.two questions. 

1. Can the school in Rye accommodate the pupils of the 
ninth grade and handle a program of studies that will enable 
pupils to enter Portsmouth Senior High prepared to continue 
any of the four courses that are offered? These courses are 
College Preparatory, Mechanic Arts, Home Economics and Com- 
mercial. 

2. What are the social and economic advantages in having 
the Rye pupils complete their Junior High School Course in Rye? 

My answer to question one is that the building has the physical 
capacity to handle the additional twenty plus pupils without 
overtaxing the rooms. A program of studies has been worked 
out that will offer a pupil in grade nine an opportunity to elect 
subjects qualifying him to enter any one of the four courses in 
Portsmouth Senior High that he may desire. 

The answer to question two is of necessity broader. If grade 


51 


nine is kept in Rye Junior High School it will make necessary 
the services of one additional teacher. In this case the saving 
to the town would be the tuition charged by Portsmouth for 
the pupils in this grade. The expense to the town would be 
‘the salary of the new teacher plus the extra expenses to the school 
created by having the grade nine in the school. On the basis 
of grade nine in 1939-1940 there would be a saving of approxi- 
mately $2,000.00 in tuition. A teacher can be obtained for ap- 
proximately $1,200.00, hence a saving of $800.00. There, of 
course, would be extra expense in adding grade nine to Rye 
Junior High School, such as text books, equipment and supplies. 
These I shall not itemize, but after a study of expenses it is esti- 
mated that over a period of years there would be a saving in 
having the Rye School add grade nine. 

There would be definite social advantages. 

1. Having grade nine in Rye would keep the boys and girls 
home another year. 

2. It would bridge the gap between grammar school and high 
school. 

3. It would allow for a uniform and complete junior high 
school guidance program, hence tend to help pupils select courses 
that will prepare them for careers in which they are interested 
and for which they are adapted. 

4. It would eliminate the break between grade eight and 
grade nine where there should be no break. 

5. It would put our educational system on a 6-3 plan, which 
coincides with Portsmouth and consequently would be an ad- 
vantage to the boys and girls in Rye. 

This report has been worked out because of a feeling that it 
was a hardship on the boys and girls of Rye to send them to a 
strange school for the last year of their junior high school course 
and change them again to another strange school at the beginning 
of another school year.

Mr. George Wilson, our music instructor, resigned after a suc- 
cessful year to become instructor in the schools of Dover, N. H. 
We are pleased to announce that Mr. Wendell Hawkins, a gradu- 
ate of the Music Supervisors’ Course of Keene Normal School, 
is now in charge of this work. He is accomplishing results that 
are a source of satisfaction to the school officials and, I am sure, 
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to the parents of Rye. He understands the pupils of the lower 
grades and the best methods of working with them. 

Rye is continuing art instruction in her schools. When a 
teacher is employed in conjunction with other towns the cost is 

little and the results worth while. 

The report of the school nurse is printed herewith. Mrs. Hay 
is an earnest and efficient employee of the district. The sum- 
mary of her stewardship will be of interest to all parents. 

There never was a time when children, smaller or larger, faced 
greater safety hazards than they do today. The age of machin- 
ery forces even the’ young child to meet the problem of safety 
before he has time to comprehend it. At the earliest ages it is 
important that the child be taught how to avoid dangers, changes 
in the home, at play, at work and expecially on. the highway. 
The time has come when we expecially, who live near the La- 
fayette Highway, must make safety teaching a regularly sched- 
uled subject of the curriculum. Little ‘‘work-books” and primers 
are now being developed. We believe it possible to develop in 
even the primary child, habits of safety consciousness through- 
out his life. I recommend that, as soon as available, texts in 
safety be adopted as regular readers in our schools. This work 
has been done informally by the teachers of the nation during 
the past few years. This is responsible, in great part, for the 
fact that accidental deaths among children are decreasing in 
number. A regularly organized course would, we believe, pro- 
duce greater results. 

The various organizations of Rye are always active supporters 
of the schools. Their interest is a fundamental reason for the 
success of our educational work. Gifts from organizations and 
individuals help toward the efficiency of our schools and are much 
appreciated. 

You, as a board, have been always helpful to me in my school 
work. The teachers, without exception, have been faithful to 
their pupil’s welfare. As these conditions are true, our school 
must be a success.

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There was an exposure to mumps in January, 1939. I hope 
the spread of this disease will not seriously affect the school at- 
tendance which it has not done up to the present time. 

Notices of the weight, height, and the result of the physical 
examination have been sent home by each pupil so the parents 
have been informed of any defects. 

There is an exceptionally high percentage of dental defects. 
I wish to impress on both the parents and pupils the necessity 
of making an early correction. Many physical ailments can be 
traced directly to defective teeth. 

This winter the Red Cross have again provided hot lunches 
for fifteen of the pupils each noon. These will continue for sev- 
eral weeks more and are a great help to our pupils. I am sure 
that this act of generosity is much appreciated. 

Iam most grateful to the School Board members, Mr. Gillmore, 
Mr. Gray, each teacher, and to the parents and pupils for their 
splendid co-operation in my health supervisory work.
